EMINENT DOMAIN 
Whenever a town cannot obtain land it needs 
for public use by contract for a reasonable price, the 
land can be taken, damages assessed with the same 
remedies, and proceedings had as in the layout of high- 
ways by selectmen (31:92). Besides highways, towns 
can hold land for armories, cemeteries, dams, forests, 
garbage and rubbish disposal, libraries, playgrounds, 
commons, fire and_ police stations, meeting houses, 
schools, parking lots, public housing, hospitals, ete.

SOCIAL SECURITY 
Towns and cities may agree to provide old age and 
survivors insurance to their employees. Elected offi- 
cials, emergency workers, and students may be ex- 
cluded at entrance into program; but once admitted, 
federal rules do not allow communities to restrict 
coverage by amendments (101:1-9, 1955:92).

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $150.00 for the White Mountains 93 
Association, Ski 98. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $480.00 for the White Mountains 
Community Services, Inc., a mental health service. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and anpro- 
priate sum of $154.07 for the White Mountains 
Region Association, a Development and Promotion 
Organization. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$200.00 given in trust for the perpetual care of the 
James MclIsaac cemetery lot. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $50.00 for the Sceva Speare Memor- 
ial Hospital. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $201.00 as its share in the Pemi- 
Baker Home Health Agency, for home nursing care. 


11. To see if the Town will vote that there shall be 
no junk yards of any kind in the Town of Thornton 
and that the Selectmen be instructed to issue no li- 
censes for same. 


12. To see if the Town will vote that for reasons of 
public health and to preserve the attractiveness of our 
town, that a minimum of one acre of land shall be re- 
quired for each residence.

15. To see if the Town wishes to exclude from the 
plan services in any class or classes of positions filled 
by popular election. 


16. To see if the Town wishes to exclude from the 
pian services in any class or classes of positions the 
compensation for which is on a fee basis. 


17. Ifa plan for Social Security coverage is adopted, 
to see if the town will authorize the selectmen to exe- 
cute on behalf of the town the necessary agreement 
with the State of New Hampshire to carry into effect 
the plan and to see if the town will designate the Town 
Treasurer as the officer to be responsible for the ad- 
ministration of the plan. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$500.00 for planning and mapping. 


19. To consider the budget as posted and to raise 
and appropriate the necessary sums to satisfy it. 


20. To transact any other business which may 
legally come before said meeting.

THORNTON, N. H., FOR YEAR ENDING 
DECEMBER 31, 1966 


A diabetic detection program was conducted this 
year for the first time. This test is to locate the hid- 
den or unknown diabetic and get him or her under pro- 
per diet and treatment. 


With the advent of Medicare fewer home calls are 
made by the state public health nurse. This year part 
of her time was spent in assisting in the certification 
of Home Health Agencies in the towns and cities who 
wanted to provide this type of service for their citi- 
zens eligible for same and when the service is pre- 
scribed for by their physician. This service can be ob- 
tained in Thornton by the town officials making ar- 
rangements with an accredited nursing agency such 
as Lincoln or Plymouth when and if it becomes certi- 
fied. 


This year the Measles vaccine was added to the 
list of immunizing agents that children from 1 to 6 
years can be protected for.

Last year the town voted to establish a Conserva- 
tion Commission. The Selectmen appointed the fol- 
lowing members: H. Leslie Smith, Chairman, Clyde 
Ienaszewski, William F. Judge and Charles V. Ouellet. 


The recreational developments at Waterville Val- 
ley and Loon Mountain, plus the greatly improved ac- 
cessibility due to I-93 have made demands on the area 
for living space, and will make more demands when 
the pollution in the Pemigewasset River has been 
cleaned up. Increased land use without planning can 
result in a most unattractive area. It would seem that 
long range planning can preserve the natural beauty 
of our area and at the same time provide more value, 
more living space and more tax payers. Some towns 
have made most costly mistakes by not planning. 


It is for these reasons that the Conservation Com- 
mission suggests the following items be included in 
the Town Warrant: 


1. To see if the Town will vote that there shall 
be no junk yards of any kind in the Town of Thornton 
and that the Selectmen be instructed to issue no li- 
censes for same. 


2. To see if the Town will vote that for reasons 
of public health and to preserve the attractiveness of 
our town, that a minimum of one acre of land shall be 
required for each residence. Such residence shall be 
at least 50’ from any highway and shall be served by 
septic tank sewage disposal. This shall not apply to 
existing residences. Where the topography does not 
allow application of the above, the Selectmen and the 
Conservation Commission shall arbitrate the situation.

This is the first year we have received money from 
the Duncan fund. A fund of $417.32 for improvements 
on Class V Roads. It may be used in conjunction with 
TRA money but not for everyday maintenance. 


It was used this year for culverts in the Gore road 
and widening on the Chickenboro and the upper Mad 
River Road out by Carl Broad’s. 


In 1967 the fund is up to $448.00 and is based on 
the value of town at the percentage and miles of town 
road. 


It has been suggested that this money in 1967 be 
spent to widen and drain the hill above the David Hiltz 
home. 
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There was not any bridge maintenance done this 
year as the State crews were busy with work on State 
projects. It is hoped that we may get some painting 
done in 1967. 


The TRA money was spent on the Gore Road this 
year. The 1966 money was spent and 1967 money ad- 
‘vanced by the town. Due to problems in finding gravel 
close by an over draft of $3806.54 was needed to sur- 
face the hill below Richard Bradley’s home. The entire 
road was widened and drained but the estimate to 
surface the remainder will cost about $750.00. It is 
felt that with some finish gravel this will hold a few 
years. 


Tar Fund—We purchased 3,154 gallons of asphalt. 
The Gore road from the cement bridge to the end of 
the pavement was sprayed. The second load was used 
to surface the Mill Brook road from Steele’s bridge to 
the end of the pavement. This section is still eligible to 
be sealed by TRA funds in the future. 
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CEMETERY REPORT 


The Pine Grove Cemetery was mowed four times, 
the Hanson Cemetery was mowed twice and the Gore 
Cemetery once. Pine Grove Cemetery fence was paint- 
ed this year. Roy Sawyer took care of the Mad River 
Cemetery in his usual efficient manner.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


There was only one change in the teaching staff 
when school opened in September. Bonita Hibbard, 
a 1965 graduate of Plymouth State College, was em- 
ployed to replace Mrs. Wheeler who left for employ- 
ment elsewhere. I was beginning to be concerned that 
a teacher might not be found but Mrs. Hibbard was 
employed several days before school started. Her 
major field is secondary education but in some ways 
this is an advantage rather than a detriment where 
we try to do some departmentalization in the upper 
grades. If she stays with us, she will need to regular- 
ly take elementary methods courses until she is quali- 
fied. We had planned to continue the reading program 
this year with Mrs. Dakin but due to her unfortunate 
passing, plans had to be changed. However, we were 
able to secure the services of Joyce Mayhew who is do- 
ing the same work in Campton and the program is con- 
tributing as effectively as before. I can think of no 
better way to utilize the Title 1 funds under P. L. 
89-10 ESEA than for this purpose. 


Our school budget for this year will include new 
Social Studies textbooks through the eighth grade. 
This is the only area left where we no not have modern 
up-to-date textbooks series. A survey of recent pub- 
lications is being conducted and after consultation 
with teachers and the principal, a selection will be 
made before school closes. Otherwise, the expendi- 
tures in workbooks, textbook replacements and con- 
sumable supplies remains the same as in other years. 
As seems to be the case annually, the largest increase 
in the budget is for high school tuition. 


Our Hot Lunch Program continues to be a good 
one. We have been very fortunate over the years it 
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has been in operation to find well qualified supervisors. 
Mrs. Sargeant is no exception. I would call your at- 
tention to the fact, however, that we do not get nearly 
the amount of surplus commodities that used to be 
available. This, in turn, makes a greater food cost at 
the local level. There is a possibility, unless the pic- 
ture changes, that the cost of lunches may have to be 
‘increased. 


It was most gratifying that the district supported 
the cooperative school venture that was voted upon 
last year. As you well know, Plymouth and Thornton 
were the only districts that voted in the affirmative on 
the matter. The statutory limitations on the commit- 
tee will expire at your March meeting this year. An 
article to create a new committee will be in the war- 
rant this year. I hope you will see fit to create one to 
make another study. You have undoubtedly seen or 
heard that the Plymouth School District may negotiate 
with the University of New Hampshire for the pur- 
chase of all its school property. If and when the 
agreement is finalized, something must be done. It 
would take too much space here to discuss the matter 
thoroughly but at least you should have a committee 
to be a part of the study and report its findings to the 
district before another vote is taken. 


Please feel free to consult with me in matters per- 
taining to the education of your boys and girls.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT'S 
SALARY 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Anno- 
tated of the State of New Hampshire, requires that 
the school district annual report show the total 
amount paid to the superintendent of schools as per 
the following quotation: “Reports. Each superintend- 
ent of a supervisory union shall annually prepare a re- 
port of the total salary paid to the superintendent 
showing in detail the amount paid by the state and 
each local school district, and their share of same. 
Said report shall be filed with the school board of each 
school district involved and shall be included in the 
annual report of the respective school district as a 
separate entry. A like report and entry shall be 
made for each assistant superintendent, teacher con- 
sultant, and business administrator, if any isin ser- 
vice in the union.” 


One half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several! school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valuation. One half is pro- 
rated on the basis of average daily membership in the 
school for the previous school year ending June 30th. 
The salary of $10,850.00 which was received by the 
Superintendent of Schools of Supervisory Union #48 
during the 1965-66 school year was made up as fol- 
lows: $5,000.00 paid by the State of New Hampshire 
and $5,850.00 pro-rated among the several school dis- 
tricts which now include Warren. Allowances of 
$1,300.00 for travel within the Union was also _pro- 
rated as stated above.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


This past year has been one of changes for Thorn- 


ton Central School—most of which we feel have been 
for the betterment of the school. 


Last June the eighth grade class, with the invalu- 
able aid of the townspeople, made a most successful 
educational trip to Boston for a weekend, and this 
year’s class has nearly attained their set goal for a 
similar trip. 


The library facilities of the school have almost 
doubled in the past year, especially in the areas of 
books and filmstrips, as a result of increased local, 
state and federal funds, but the big problem still re- 
mains—the pressing need of a storage and disburse- 
ment center for these materials. 


The advancements made in the area of physical 
training and athletics has been somewhat vacillating. 
In athletics we feel that a significant beginning has 
been made with the establishment of a girls’ basket- 
ball team and a boys’ baseball team. However, the 
only real inroad that has been made in individual phys- 
ical training has been the recently limited beginning 
of a learn-to-ski program in cooperation with Water- 
ville Valley. It is hoped that this program can be 
expanded in future years in a way so as to make it 
available to more students. 


The enrollment of the school has decreased by 12 
during the past year, so that it presently stands at 72, 
and the last of the “large” classes will be graduated 
this year. This, coupled with an expected first grade 
of less than ten, means that next September we will 
probably find the enrollment to be somewhere in the 
60s.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The nurse made thirty-four visits to the school and 
fourteen home visits. She conferred with the principal 
and teachers and visited each classroom, working with 
the children during each visit. 


Supplies were purchased and first aid and advice 
given when necessary. 


Hearing tests were done on each child and notices 
sent to parents on those who failed the test advising 
they see their family doctor. Vision screening tests 
were also done on each child and notices sent home, 
when necessary. 


Inspections were made on skin, scalp, teeth and for 
symptons of illness or infectious diseases. 


The nurse registered Pre-school children and talked 
with parents regarding their health. 


All children were weighed and measured and a 
health record kept on each. Notices were sent for 
chest X-rays when necessary. 


A Dental Clinic was made possible for needy chil- 
dren in Grades I, II, II] and IV. The nurse assisted 
parents with applications and appointments for Crip- 
pled Children’s Services, Guidance Clinics, Sight Con- 
servation and Orthopedic Clinics. 


She attended two workshops for School Nurses in 
Concord and the State Teachers’ Meeting, School 
Nurses’ Section.
